SOME INSCRIPTIONS OF JAHANGIR IN BIHAR

In an earlier issue of this journal, 1 1 have studied a few inscriptions of Jahangir from the 
Patna district of Bihar. The present article contains a study of eight more inscriptions of that 
emperor found in different parts of Bihar. 2 The historical value of the inscriptions, of the 
Mughal period, for the reconstruction of the provincial history of the area to which they belong, 
has already been discussed in my previous article. 

The eight inscriptions studied here range in their dates from 1608 to 1626. Five of these 
epigraphs are listed in the epigraphieal reports of the Archaeological Survey of India, while tne 
remaining three (Nos. IV, V and VI) were found and copied by me. 3 None of the inscriptions 
has been published with facsimiles or historical notes. 

I. INSCRIPTION, DATED AX 1015 (?), FROM BIHAKSHAKIF 

The tablet bearing this inscription measuring 110 by 15 cms. is fixed in the west wall of 
the small open mosque attached to the Mausoleum of Sayyid Muhammad Slstan! situated in the 
KaghdM-Mahalla in Biharsharif.* Alongside, on the same wall, is an inscription of Ibrahim 
Sharql. 5 The present inscription does not appear to be in situ; very probably it belonged to 
the nearby Bukhari mosque which contains two other inscriptions, also mentioning Shaikh land 
Bukhari (Nos. II and III, infra}. The writing comprises a single-line text containing a crudely 
composed and also not elegantly designed Persian verse enumerating the names of the first four 
Caliphs and the four great Imams the founders of the four major schools of Islamic jurispru- 
dence. In the centre, between two hemistiches is inscribed, within an arch-like border, the

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KaliitM, uud above it, an invocation to Allah by one of His attributes, 1 while at each of the two 
eiKK within a lined frame, is inscribed the historical portion of the text. That at the right refers 
to tlie reign of Nuru'd-Dln Muhammad, i.e. emperor Jahangir,while the one at the left end con- 
tains the phrase 'the Sahiba (consort?) of Shaikh Farid Bukhari', and the date 1015(?) (1606-07), 
Tie style of writing is ordinary .V<uft. The text 2 has been deciphered as follows :

II. INSCRIPTION, DATED A.H. 1017, FROM THE SAME PLACE 

This inwription i. engraved on a slab measuring 41 by 45 cms. which is built up into the 
o^ter S!de of the back wall of the BukMri-Masjid referred to above.* The mosque is a massive

'Fhe inscription of 'Alau'd-Dm Khal]!, which I have selected for comments in thih aiticle, 
caiae to light morethanfour decades ago, and was, as a mattei o I" lac t, even published v\ ith histoiical 
notes and an illustration It was first listed m one of the reports oi tho Archaeological Department 
of tie erstwhile Gwalior State, 1 and its photographic reproduction w <>s entrusted by the Director 
of the said Department to Mr Ram Singh Saksena, who published it with <i detailed note aw earlj 
as in 1925 * Unfortunately, Mr. Saksena's study not only lackb scientific treatment, but also 
suffers from certain inaccuracies and consequent mis-statements, which maj be termed as quite 
serious, and it is rather surprising that these should have remained imcorm tod .so far. Having 
had occasion to make a brief reference to these lapses while listing this epigiapli in GUI Annual 
Beport, I now take this opportunity to make its correct purpoit tmulable to scholar by re- 
editiag it here 

The epigraphical tablet, which is of soft white sandstone, meaMiies 127 b> 45 on and was 
originally found, and it still is, in the house of one Parbho Dayal, a Brahmin losulent of the tow u of

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reached the pinnacle of his career. After serving as the viceroy of Gujarat 1 and Punjab, lie died 
in A.H. 1025 (1818 A.D.), and was buried in the family graveyard in Delhi 2 

Shaikh Farid seems to have had a passion for the construction of works of puLlic utility. 
He is credited with a number of edifices built at Ahznadabad, Delhi anil Lahore, He also founded 

the township of Faridabad near Delhi. 

It Is to be noted that Shaikh Faild was not personally present in Bihar during the period when 
these three Inscriptions mentioning him were set up. The beginning of his connection with Bihar 
might have occurred when, as stated above, lie was deputed in the region during Akbar's reign,, 
and he might have received a jagir there. Some of the members of Ms family Blight also have 
continued to live there, as Is evidenced by these epigraphs mentioning Ms consort. Incidentally, 
there Is one more epitaph, dated A.H. 991 (1583 A J>.) ? In the village Mehdawan also in Patna 
district, in which the deceased Shaikh 'AMuVKahrnan commonly known as Mix"Wa*Iz is referied 
to as a son of Sayyicl Ahmad Bukharl ; s although it cannot be definitely said that the latter is 
identical with Shaikh Farld's father, the nearness of time and the use of the appellation Shaikh 
with the son's name make it quite likely. 

These epigraphs are thus quite Important In that they furnish new Information about Shaikh 
Farid. 

IV. INSCRIPTION, DATED A.H. 1022, FROM SASlElM 

This inscription was first reported by General A. Cunningham* He had found the detached 
slab on which it Is inscribed at the foot of the Chandan PIT'S shrine in Sasaram, District ShahabacL 
It was evidently on the basis of a rubbing supplied by him that a bare text and English transla- 
tion thereof were published by Mr. Eu Bloehmann without any comment. 4 The tablet has now 
weathered and some of the words have become indistinct : in particular, the figures Indicating 
the date, quoted by Blockmann at the foot of the text, are too Indistinct to admit of clear deci- 
pherment* 

The text comprises three Persian verses and records the construction of a mosque and a 
well by "All Akbar in the reign of Jahinglr in 1613-14, during the governorship of Safdar Khan. 
It is now difficult to locate the mosque and the well. 5

The epigraph is historically important in that it forms the memento of one of the high Mughal 
officials of Bihar. According to the Ma'atkiru'l-Umara, Safdar Khan was the title conferred 
along with the tuyul in Bihar upon Mlrza Lashkari , son of Sayyid Yflsuf Khan Ridawl, by Jahangir 
in the early part of his reign." He is stated to have received an increase in mansab in the 5th 
regnal year, 8 and was transferred to Kashmir in the 8th regnal year to replace its viceroy Hashim 
KMn.< * J 

The precise official post of Safdar Khan in Bihar is not mentioned anywhere, but his high 
monjoftaDdChe way in which at least thrice he presented himself before Jahangir having come 
from Bihar, with costly presents, between February 1610 and June 1613, proclaim him to be a

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still the governor, l there should be no doubt that lie never governed Bihar in a substantive capacity, 
It thus follows that Safdar Khan must have been one of the principal Jagirdars In the province. 

As regards 'All Akbar, we have no precise information. He may have been, if not a brother 
of Safdar Khan, at least his trusted officer. According to a new contemporary inscription which 
I have discovered recently at Khurraniabid near Sasaram it was too late to include it in this 
article one Sayyid 'AH Akbar constructed a mosque, palace, caravansara and a bridge during 
A.H. 1021-23. In all probability, he and 'AH Akbar of the epigraph under study are one and 
the same person. The inscription under reference, found not far from Sasaram, the finds pot of 
the inscription under study, would also suggest that 'All Akbar was posted in some official 
capacity or held a jagir in the neighbourhood, 2 

V. INSCRIPTION, DATED A.H. 1022(?), EROM KAHALGAON 

This epigiaph was discovered by nie in 1959 during an exploration tour of Bhagalpur district. 8 
It is inscribed on a detached tablet of black basalt stone measuring 50 by 22 cms., which is now kept 
in the mosque of Mahalla Paithanpura In Eahalgaon. The slab being of irregular skipe and un- 
even surface, the text is written on a portion flattened out, but not quite smoothened, and hence 
the letters are not as neatly carved as generally they are. It is moreover carelessly engraved, 
the style of writing being somewhat cursive Sastafllq. Originally, the slab seems to have been a 
part of some ornamented pillar of door-frame, as carvings in some flowered and geometrical 
designs may still be seen on its reverse. 

The text runs into four lines of Persian and records the construction of a fort built in the 
name of prophet Muhammad during the governorship of Nawwab gafar Khan and under the 
supervision of Nur Muhammad Gilini in 1613. It has been read as follows :

Zafar Khan, the governor, during whose tenure the inscription was set up, is a renowned Mu ghal 
official ; his father Zain Khan Koka was a foster-brother of Akbar. He was appointed as the 
viceroy of Bihar in the 7th year of Jahanglr's reign, or to be exact on or about the ITthghawwal 
1021 (1st December 1612). In this first appointment of his as a viceroy, Zafar Khan came upto 
Jahanglr's expectations which the latter had given expression to while making the appointment 
in response to the former's wishes. 8 He showed great initiative and ability, for he was the first 
Mugsal viceroy of Bihar -leaving aside the brief military campaign of Shahbaz Khan -to invest 
Kokwdesh (tie present Chota Nagpur area) which was yet unreduced. Ibrahim Khan (later on 
Fath Jang), the succeeding Mugfeal governor, had only completed what had been begun by Zafar

and comprises a single chamber, containing one stone, and two brick, tombs, covered by a big 
dome with three eliptical bands over it. The walls under the donie 5 are, comparatively, low and 
quite plain. The western part of the building, including a poitlon of the dome, the platform sad 
the walls, has fallen partly due to the erosion of trie Cliampanala waich flows beneath it* Tra- 
dition has it that this walii forms the old discarded bed of the main river, Ganges, and in clden days, 
bi mercantile boats, which sailed down it, often got drowned at this spot. By way of propitiation, 
a wealthy merchant built the mausoleum after which the accidents stopped. But according to 
the epigraph, the mausoleum was built, as will be seen presently, by a Mughal official 

The inscriptional slab measures 07 by 30 cms., and contains a four-line text, which except for 
the First Creed, is in Persian. The First Greed, inscribed at the top, is followed by the names of 
the first four Caliphs, written inside a, lined panel, while the main historical portion occupying tlie 
last two lines records the construction of the mausoleum by ghwaja Ahmad Samarqandi during 
his tenure as the Faujclar of the sarJcdr of Monghyr in 1622-23. It also states that the Kiwaja 
had been posted at IVfoiighyr by the orders of Prince Pai-viz, son of emperor Jahangir. 

The text is executed partly in Naskh and partly in Nasta'Kq characters of a tolerably good 
type:

The text of the epigraph under study consists of three lines, of which the first is taken up by the 
First Creed while the remaining two have a Fragment of two Persian verses, recording the cons- 
truction of a mosque by two brothers Shaikh Mahmud and Mas'Sd, during the reign of Jahanglr, 
in 1625-26. 

The style of writing of the First Creed is Naskh, while that of the Persian Fragment is Nasta'- 
Itq, of a fairly good type in both the cases. The text has been read as under :

The second part of the last hemistich forming the chronogram yields A. E. 1035 (1625-26 
A. D.) as the date of construction. 

It will be seen that the chionogram mentions only the name of Shaikh Mahmud as the builder, 
but in the corresponding hemistich of the first verse the name of (Shaikh) Mas'ud, his brother, is 
also mentioned. It appears from an old family genealogy that Mahmud and Mas'ud were brothers 
and that the family claimed descent from Imam Taj Muhammad Faqm, the progenitor of the cele- 
rated Manerl saints. It also appears from an Old Court Proceedings* dated 1839, that Shaikh Mas- 
'ud was granted 728 bigJias of rent-free land in mauzas Syedpur Chunaria and Syedpur Barsawan 
in parffana Ghiyaspur (comprising parts of the present Barh sub-division) in the reign of Jahanglr. 
When resumption proceedings were started regarding these lands, the successors of Shaikh Mas'ud 
stated that since the original grant, several other confirmatory format* and sanads, including a 
/armawofShah Jahan dated the 7th Khurdad of the 3rd regnal year and&sanad of the famous 
Vazir Sa'du'llah Khan, had been issued to them and they had been in continuous possession of the 
lands. The original/orwow, it was stated, had been burnt in a fire ; but the others were in their 
possession and were produced in the Court as exhibits.

INSCRIPTIONS OF SHAH JAHAN FROM MADHYA PRADESH

A few Mughal inscriptions of the time of emperors Alcbar and Jahiinglr from Madliya Pradesh 
were studied by my colleague ftlni 8. A. Rahim, formerly Epigiaphical Assistant find no\v Lec- 
turer Arts, and Sdence Cellege, Aurangahad inthe labt issue oftliis Joinmil. 1 In this article, 
I propose to study nine inscriptions of Shall Jahan copied in the past few years fiom various 
places of the Malwa region which has now been merged in the present state oi'Madhya Pradtsh. 
These range in their dates from 1631 to 1657. 

Malwa is the name generally given to the territory lying between the great Vindhyas on the 
south.which forms a point just south of Gwfilior on the north, the ridge running from south to 
north' and starting from Bnilsii, on the east, and Bajputanu on the west.- The region rose to 
considerable prominence in the beginning of the eleventh century under the illustrious Paraniura 
rulers The first Muslim inroad into the region seems to have been made in 1233 under Iltutniish. 
But it was effectively occupied, unchi' AlaVd-Din ghaljl, whose commander'Ainul-Mc annexed 
it to the Delhi Sultanate. The last of the imperial governors under the succeeding Tugjiluq dy- 
nasty 8 was PilSwai Khan GhorT who later became independant and founded the "kingdom of 
Malw-1 which was, according to emperor Baton, the fourth most important kingdom of 
Hindustan Bihut occupied part of Malwa in 1526, and abont a decade later, his son and successor 
Humayun, attacked Bahadur gph of Gujarat and drove him out of Malwa, defeating him 
successively at Mandasor and Mandu. Sher Shah, the founder of the Stir dynasty, 
obtained possession of various places of the region, namely Gwalior, Mandu Sarangpur, 
Bhilsa and Kfoen, and appointed Shuja'al Khan as viceroy.* As an independent province 
under ABar, its boundaries extended to Bandhaw (Bewa) in the east, Marwar on the north, 
Baghlna on the south and fta jnrft and Ajmer on the west. Malwa commanded special impor- 
iance from its position on the great route along which Mughal armtes marched from 
Delhi to Dcecan. 5

III. INSCRIPTION, DATED A. H. 1049, FROM UJJAIN 

The third inscription, which was copied from Ujjain by Shri W. H.-Siddiql, is fixed over the 
gate called Nali-Dar\vSza, leading to the river Sipri. 1 Ujjain, regarded as one of the seven cities 
of India, sacred to the Hindus, was taken by-Iltutmish in 1235 and since then it continued under 
Muslim rule till the eighteenth century. Under Akbar it was made the chief town of the Malwa 
province. '- 

The iuscriptional tablet measures 65 by 30 cms. and contains four lines of Persian verse and 
prose which is carved in relief in Nasto'lty. The calligraphy is of no particular merit, but the 

quality of verse is quite good. The record states that the gate evidently the same as the one 

now called Nadi-Darwuza on -which it appears was constructed .under tie supervision of Bicll 

'Aziz during the governorship of Khan-i-Daurrm Bahadur and reign of emperor ghah Jahan in 
1639-40. 

The present record shows that Khan-i-Dauran continued to be the governor of MalwS, though 
at the time of the record he was on active service in Deccan and elsewhere. "Sldi 'Azie, who was

The record is important in more than one aspect. As stated above, it records the old name 
of the town> Kaxanjia, and also indicates that it continued to be the headquarters of a ymrgawa 
in the time of Shah Jab an as welL The epigraph further provides the important information 
that this parffftna formed part of the jfiglr of Nawwab Bafdar Khan, who was one of the 
prominent officials of Rhiih Jahan. His name was IDiw&ja Qasim, and the title of afdar KMn 
was conferred upon him by Shah Jah^n in his fi|:st regnal year* i.e. in- May 1628. 1^ was then 
that he was given the tuyul of Sironj (now in the adjoining Vidisha district), which, looking 
from the geographical position, seems to have included Karanjia also. In about Hay 1631, lie 
was appointed governor of Delhi which post he seems to have held for about ten years with an 
interregnum of about six years during which he was in Iran as' the royal ambassador. 1 - 

The present inscription supplies the interesting information that though Safdar Kliin like 
ghan-i-Dauran, server! elsewhere, he continued to enjoy his jagif in central India. This is an 
interesting piece of information regarding the MitgbaJ administration ofjagirs. 

The other person 'AbduM-Wasi* under whose supervision the 'Idgali was completed is nowhere 
mentioned in the historical records available to me. His nisba Badakhsh! indicates foreign lineage. 
He also seems to have been an official attached to or serving under Safdar Khan.

Khaigone which was the chief town ofamahM in the Bijagarh sarkar 1 in former times, is now 
the hsadquarters of the West Nimar district and is situated in 21 49 ' N and 75 39 ' E on the 
left bank of the Kundi river, a tributory of the Narbada. In the course of my visit to the 
place in 1966, 1 was informed by Mr. Earun Bhai, an industrialist and a prominent personality of 
the town, about an epigraphical tablet that was lying loose in the out-house of the Tomb of 
Hadrat Musa, and I had its impression prepared.

Them epigraphs were copied some time back by Shri A.A. Kadiri, Senior Epigraphical Assis- 
tant. Irom the ealligraphical point of view, both are extremely pleasing records, designed by the 
same scribe. They also mention the same person, and as such are taken up here simu Itaneously. 

The tablet of the earlier record is built up into the facade of the mosque, in Mahalla Rakabganj. 1 
Measuring 50 by 25 cms., it is engraved in relief with a text running into four lines. Being exposed 
to weather, fee writing is considerably affected and the letters have lost their prominence of relief

MUGHAL INSCRIPTIONS FROM MAHARASHTRA 

BY A. A. EADIBI 
Senior Epigraphical Assistant 

It is proposed to study in this article fourteen inscriptions from various places in West- 
Khandesh and Marathwada regions of Maharashtra. These range in their dates from 1597-98 
to 1704-05, covering the reigns of Akbar, Jahangir,Shah Jahan and Aurangzeb who respectively 
claim 1, 2, 3 and 8 of these records. 

The estampages of all but two of these records were obtained by me during the years 1961-67. 

Akbar 

I. INSCRIPTION, DATED A.H. 1006, FROM SHAEGADE 

The tablet bearing the earliest of these records which is unfortunately fragmentary, is fixed on 
the east wall of the Kali-Masjid at Shahgadh, in Aurangabad district. 1 From the surviving text, 
it would appear that the text was inscribed on two rectangular slabs of equal size, of which one 
cannot be traced now. Thus half of the text is lost to us. 

The present slab measures 68 by 58 cms. and contains five lines of writing, carved in relief in 
excellent NastaWq characters, of which the first and the last respectively contain part of the 
formula Allahu Akbar and part of the date i.e. Ilahi year 42. The remaining three lines contain 
the text proper, which originally consisted of six Persian couplets, but of these only three 
couplets have now survived. Fiom the last hemistich, which sects- to gwe thb chronogram 
for the year of construction, it appears that some edifice was constructed by Wafadir Eianjn 
1597-98 or A H. 1006, The date seems to have been inscribed in figure on the right-side slab which 
is missing as is clear from the corresponding date in Hah! Era -year 42 -which is inscribed m 
figure on the surviving tablet. The text also provides this important information that Sultan 
Murad after having conquered Deccan, had planned to make the findspot of the epigraph, t.e. 
Shahgadh, the capital of Deccan to ensure the complete subjugation and proper admmisteation of 
the region, and it was in this connection that the edifice was constructed. It may Hot be unreason- 
able to hold that the object constructed was a fort, in which case, the tablet may not be <. 

It is a pity that the record which refers to the Mughal expedition of Deccan under prince 
Murad, is fragmentary, since the possibility of its having ^?^^ 
cannot be ruled out. The students of history know, incidentally, that when Abu # 
Shahgadh, he had camped at the fort there.' Subsequent to the peace treaty c *ncfeded 
Ahmadnagar on the 13th Insfandarmu, Ilah! 40 (21st February 1596) the region 
annexed to the Mughal empire, and it was there, at Mehkar, that the Prince^ had 
raising the siege of the Nizam Shah! capital.

II. INSCRIPTION, DATED A.H. 1032, FROM NAKDUKBAR 

The slab bearing the second inscription, which pertains to Jahangir's reign, is fixed on the 
wall of the verandah of the Bang-Mahal situated in the enclosure of the Dargah of Sayyid 
'Alau'd-Din 1 at Nandurbar, in West*Khandesh district. 2 It measures 60 by 30 cms. and 
contains four lines of writing in Persian. The epigraph purports to record the construction of a 
building by an official, namely Lutfu'llah, son of ghusraw Khan of Thatta, with the alias Baha'i 
Khan, by which most probably the title is meant. The building is stated to have been completed 
on the 16th September 1623. However, exactly which building is referred to here is not clear. 
If the epigraph is in situ, it might mean that it was the Dargtlh of the saint, of which the Rang- 
Mahal forms an integral part.

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The builder Lutfu'llah Baha'i Khan, was a notable grandee of Jahuugir's reign. His father 
Khusraw Khan better known as Khusraw Khan Chirgis was the hereditary prime-minister of tie 
Skd ruler"ilrza Jani Baig, and enjoyed the reputation of being a great statesman of Ms tuna.* 
He was mainly responsible for the stout resistance offered by the Sind ruler to Akbar's general 
Khan-i-Khanan. He continued to play a prominent part, at times of 'king-maker' m Sind affairs 
even after its subjugation by the Murals. 2 He lies buried at Ajmer, where he had died as 
recorded in his epitaph 3 in A.H. 1023 (1614-15 AD.) about a year after he was brought there 
to the court by 'Abdu'r-Bazzaq Ma'murl, under Jahangir's orders. 4 

As regards the son Lutfu 'llah. unfortunately no definite information is available, except that hi 
some circles the death of Mirza Ghazi was attributed to his machinations. 5 Jahfuiglr mentions one 
Lutfu'Ilah as having been granted a mansab in April 1620 and an increase two years later. He is 
also stated to have been among the noblemen and officials who accompanied Prince Parviz to 
chastise the rebellious Shah JahaninDeccan'. 6 Unfortunately, the emperor gives no details 
beyond mentioning his name, and therefore it is difficult to say for certain if he is identical with 
Baha'i Khan though the chances that they are identical are quite high. Lutfu'llah may have 
continued to serve in Deccan till or even after the date of this record. It appears from a 
statement of Abu'1-Fadl that the title Baha'i Khan was also enjoyed by Khusraw ghan. 7 If so, 
oa Ms death, it must have been conferred upon the son.

III. -INSCRIPTION DATED A.H. 1032, FROM JAFARABlD 

The second inscription of Jaliaiiglr, noticed here for the first time, was found by me. It is 
engraved on a loose slab kept near the Bich-kl-Masj id situated inside the fort at Jafarabad,a 
Taluk-headquarters in Aurangabad district. 1 This town situated in 20 14% 76 5'N, on 
the bank of Khadak-Purna river, enjoyed considerable importance in the Mughal peiiod on acco- 
unt of its strategic position. Originally named Zafamagar when newly founded in Jatangir's 
time, it had the distinction of being a mint-town in his reign as well as in that of Shah Jahan. 3 

The epigraphical tablet measuring 114 by 76 cms, is reported to have originally belonged to 
the Delhi gate of the said fort ; the latter is now in a dilapidated condition, but the gate is still 
standing, and the place where the tablet was originally fixed can be easily made out. The test 
comprises five lin^s of writing in Persian inscribed in relief in beautiful ?fa$ta*liq characters* The 
letters are slightly damaged, but the text is almost completely intact. 

The text does not contain the usual phrase denoting tne word 'constructed' nor the object of 
construction, but it is obvious that the construction of the gate on which it originally appeared* 
if not of the fort itself, is intended. This construction is stated to have been carried out during 
the reign of Jahanglr Badshah Ghazi at the instance of His Excellency the world-conquering 
(prince) Shah Jahan under the overall supervision of an official Ibrahim Ilusain, entitled "Aqldat 
Man who held the post of Eakhshi, in 1622-23, The work is further reported to have been 
executed by the mason Yasm Jaunpurl, while Khalf a/t-TabrizI is mentioned at the end of the 
text as the calligrapher. A word or two IB the beginning of the last line are too indistinct to be 
perfectly legible* 

The epigraph, thus provides an important piece of information about the history of the town. 
Evidently 'Aqldat ghan was associated with the administration of the town and perhaps of its 
neighbouring parts also. As Zafamagar is stated to have been founded in about the middle of 
1621, * it is not unlikely that he was also connected with the foundation of the town. Anyway, it 
is rather surprising that we get only passing references to him in historical works. He was sent 
from Ajmer by emperor Jahanglr in the beginning of 1614 to Deccan, to reconcile the differences 
which had arisen between KMn-i-A^am <Am Koka and his ward Prince Parviz. He was appoin- 
ted Baklislu of Decean in October 1617 and almost a year later, on the recommendations of 
EMn-i-lfeaiiSn, ho was granted the mansab of 1000 personal and 200 horse. A couple of months 
later he received the title 'Aqldat Khan.* In June 1622, his rank was increased to that of 1200 
personal and 300 horse. He fought, along with the 'Adil Shah! general against Malik 'Ambar 
under royal orders, but was taken captive and sent to Daulatabad in June 1625. 5 

Thus it was during his tenure as Bakhshl of Decean that the construction, 
the fort of Zafamagar as stated above, was completed *^erhi^ supervision in

firs* inscription of Shall Jahan and the fourth of the group is carved on a slab 
sasurin50 by 39 cms., which is iixed above the arch over the steps of a well called Lambi- 
Baro situated near the above-mentioned Bich-ki-Masjid in. the Jafarabad foit. 1 It seems to have 
been 'first mentioned in the gazetteer of the Aurangabad district, 2 and its brief notice given 
ti re was the subject of comments by Professor S. H. Hodlwala. 3 But the comments of the 
learned Professor do not appear to be well founded, as will be presently seen. 

This brief epigraph consists of seven short lines of writing in ordinary Nasta'tiq characters 
and records the completion of a step-well constructed by the orders of Shah Jahan, the gaidVi- 
Qiran (lit. Lord of Conjunction), and tinder the supervision of Mustafa Khan Turkman in 1630. 
This Mustafa Khan. Turkman was originally a grandee of Jahangir's court. He seems to have 
served at Paithaii from which ho was transferred in 1G23, and was later on sent along with 
other nobles to join tlio 'Adil Shah! general against Malik 'Arnbar. Under"Jahangfr he rose to hold 
the rank of 2000 personal with 1400 horse. On Shah Jahan's accession, his rank was increased to 
300o' personal and 2000 liorse, and he was also awarded the title of Turkman Khan. In April-May 
1630 he was honoured with the privilege of drum and was sent to Deccan. 4 He is stated to 
have died in A. H. 1043 (1633-34 A.D.), in harness, as Thanadar of Zafarnagar. 5 The date of his 
anointment to this post is not recorded, except that he is mentioned to have held this appoint- 
ment in the 6th regnal year of Shah Jahan (4th December 1632-22nd November 1633)." Now the 
present record which indirectly proves his association inofficial capacity in the third regnal year 
(6th January 1630-25th December 1680), tends to suggest that when he was sent to Deccan in 
April-May 1630, he was sent to Zafarnagar only, which must have been as its Thanadar. 
Incidentally, in 1033-34 ho was directed to escort a convoy of provisions from Zafarnagar to 
Daulatabad which was then being besciged by Mahabat ghan.

The character is a 
fair Kanarese of the middle of the twelfth century, with letters Yarding in height from -fa in.

The record chronicles three endowments, and was redacted in its present form on the occa-. 
8ion of the last of these. The firsfc part, after a prelude (vv. 1-4), opens with a series of 
stanzas (11. 6-10) praising iu succession Permadi-Ratja], by whom Vikramaditya VI seems to 
be meant (v 5), Tailapa (i.e. Ahavamalla Nurmadi Taila II), Satyasraya, and Vikrama, i.e. 
Vikramaditya VI (v. 6} ; and Vikramaditya' s successes over the Cltolas, 3S"epalas, and 
Gurjaras are glorified (v, 7), Then comes the formula referring the grant to Vikramaditya 1 ^ 
reign (11. 10-12), followed by verses giving the lineage of Bis feudatory the Kadamba 
Maha-Mandalesvara Taila [II] or Tailaba-devarasa of Hangal (11. 12-17). He was -the son of 
fifinta (Santivarman) and Sjriya-devi ; and Saata bad four brothers, named Taila 1], Mavuli*

28-30) ; and then 
comes au interesting prose paragraph (1L 30-34) i-elating how the latter paid a visit to the 
Ifoha-Mandalesrara Tailaha-deva (the jabove-mentioned Kadaraba Taila II) at Panungallu, 
and gave him his blessing and gift of the Saiva eucharist^ in return for which he received from 
Tailaha the gift of the town of Kallavana for the maintenance of his temple (11. 34-38), A 
formal ending of the usual kind then brings the first section, to a conclusion (11, 38-40), 

The second part then opens with a verse in praise of the Chalukya Taila II, who in allusion 
to his title Nurmadi-Taila, " a hundred times a Taila," is here called Irmadi-padirmadi-nurma^ 
T&ila, " twice, twelve times, a hundred times a Taila" (11. 41-42), and it then formally refers 
itself to his reign (1L 42*44). We are then introduced in three verses to another Kadamba 
prince, Mavuli-Taila, also called Tailaha-deva and simply Taila, a grandson of the above- 
mentioned Tailaha II; he was reigning at Hareyangallu (II. 44-48), and was a worshipper of 
S&manatha (11. 48-49). He had a feudatory, tbe Maha-Mandalesvara VIra Pandya, 4 who at tha 
time was holding the manneya or seigniory of the Puligere nad (11. 49-51), widle the General

VI. INSCRIPTION, DATED A. H. 1056, FROM AUSA 

The third inscription belonging to Shjlh Jahan's reign is fixed on the west wall of a rectangular 
well called Madar-Baol! at Ansa in Osmanabad district.' The inscriptional slab measuring 43 
by 34 cms. contains a short transcribed in four lines in ordinary XartafKq ^racters which 
records the construction of a step-well, evidently the one on which it appears, by Uzbek Khan 
in 1646-47 in the, reign of the emperor. 

This epigraph also a memento of a Mughal official who had seen a long period of service 
in the Deccan. tfobek Khan, whose name was Nadhar Baig, was initially in ^the aerroe of 
'Abdu'lluh Khan Ffnu Tang and had joined Shah Jahan when the latter had encamped at 
Junnir in 1833 After Shah Jahan's accession to the throne, he was included among the 
mansMlrs detailed for service in the Deccan under Mahabat Khan, and was personally recom- 
mended by the kinff It is only in the account of his being sent, in about January 1Mb, wjtfc 
tTe continent unde'r the command of Khan-i-Zaman to subjugate Udgirand Ausa that we 
find the title, Uzbek Khan used for him. This would mean that the title was conferred upon 
him some time before tins date.

It records tho construction of 
a mosque in 1680-81 5 during the reign of emperor Attnuigzeb by an official Sulirub KL3.ii who is 
described in the text as the emperor's devoted servant. The date of tlie construction is given 
Both in figure as well as in the chronogram contained in the bust line, and therefore, it is rather 
surprising that it is stated to be All. 1071 (1660 AD.) in the report of the Archaeological depart- 
ment of the Hyderabad State. 3 

There are two more short inscriptions on the mosque : one of them, engraved on a pillar of 
the east wall, mentions Sayyid Babu as one who was incharge (Darfigha) of the construction.* 

Though details about the builder SuhrabKhai) are not forthcomiug,lic is not entirely unknown 
to contemporary chroniclers. In December 1658, he was the Fuujclar of Balajmr in Berar. Heie 
he continued till May 1665, when he was transferred to Udgir as Qaradfir, vice Bahrain Khan. 5 
It is probable that he replaced Khwaja BarJ&firdfir the QaPadSr of AuwS (o p. 39, 8u-j)w} 
some time after this date. Other references to him Indicate that he was an important official 
In the artillery department In January 1685, we find him carrying two guns to Bijapur. 6 As 
a matter of fact, about ten months later, he was appointed Mir Tuzuk vice Sulah Khan. 7 There- 
after, he was deputy to the Chief of the Artillery Ralabat Khan. 8 This wua probably in August 
1686, when he is reported to have received a robe of honour.' "We hear of him lust in May 1687 
in connection with his recovery from wounds sustained in the battle of

IX. INSCRIPTION, DATED A. H. 1106, FROM SHAHGADH 

The slab bearing this inscription appears 011 the Pattau Gate of the city-wall of bhahgadli 1 
and measures (>'2 by 4-3 cms. It is inscribed with a five-line text in Persian, the style of writing 
being NmktTiq of , fairly good order. The writing is slightly affected through effects of weather 
and passage of time, and as a result, a word or two denoting the object of construction in the begin- 
ning of lino 4 are obliterated. Exit since there is little doubt that the tablet is in sitv, the object of 
construction must have been the Gate. However, according to the extant text, some place was 
populated or founded in 1695, during the 39th regnal year of emperor Aurangzeb by Haghim, 
when his father Sayyid Khwaja Zafaru'llah Naqshbandi was the Faujdar of the place. Very 
probably what is intended is the re-population of the town or its quarter somewhere in the vicinity 
of the Gate. 

The importance of the epigraph lies in the fact that it provides the name of an unknown official 
of Aurangzeb, which is an important information useful for the local history. No information 
is traceable in historical works about either the father or the son.

The fourth epigraph of Aurangzeb's icign is from a well situated msir tho Nfu> Bagh at Dhfim 
in Bir district.^ The inscriptional slab measures 40 by 32 onus, and contains a, text of four lines in 
Persian, carved in relief in Nasta'Kq characters of no particular merit. The record, states that 
in the reign of the emperor, a spring (chaskma) i.e. a well was <;<>nstrate<l by Murad son of 
Muhammad Eabir in 1697, during the 41st regnal year. Nothing is known about the builder who 
may have been an official.

XL INSCRIPTION, DATED A, H. 1115, FROM GONDEC4AON 

The tablet bearing the fifth epigraph of Atirangzeb is fixed on the south wall of the JSmi*- 
Masjid at Gondegaon in Nusik district. 1 Measuring 32 by 46 cms., it contains a Persian record 
carved in relief in aix lines in Nasta'Kq characters of a fairly good quality. The epigraph states 
that in the reign of the emperor, one Sayyid Majhle, son of Sayyid Haidar,the Muqaddim of the 
village of Shalipur alias Gonclegaon in the yargana Wan, at the time when he was the Paujdar 
of pcwgana Chandor, constructed over a period of twelve years, a GadJfi, a flaveK, gardens, the 
mosque (on which the epigraph occurs) and a well. The whole project was completed on the 
13th August 1703. 

This record is quite interesting. Apart from the fact that it has preserved unto us the name 
of a local Mughal official, about whom nothing was known from any other source, not without 
interest is the piece of information that Gondegaon was designated as Shahpur, though when 
and by whom it was so called is not known. To what extent did the new designation gain currency 
can only be judged when official records and archives are gone through. In any case, the epigraph 
is important for the now light it throws on local history.

XII. ANOTHER INSCRIPTION OF THE SAME DATE FROM OONDEOAON 

One more record of Aurangzeb appears on the Jami'-Masjid of Gomlogaon. 1 Carved on a 
slab measuring 33 by 48 cms. which is fixed into the north wall, it is a short epigraph comprising 
six lines of writing of which the first two are in Arabic and the remaining four comprise two Persian 
couplets composed by one Ambiya. The style of writing is Na,$ta"Hq which appears to be in tie 
same hand as the other inscription from the mosque studied above. 

The epigraph does not contain any new information, as it also refers to the, construction of the 
mosque as having taken place in 1703 during the reign of 'ItamgTr. The date is afforded in figure 
as well as in a chronogram. The builder's name is given in the pin aso containing the chronogram, 
viz.rAac0w/rttdion^ The builder is the aamo as hi the previous record! 

About Ambiya, the composer, no information is available,

The seventh inscription of Aurangzeb, also noticed here for the first time, is carved on a slab 
measuring 70 by 50 ems., which is built uj> into the inner face of the eastern compound wall to the 
immediate left of the entrance of the JSmi e mosque at Bii ^ Its text consists of five Persian complete 
inscribed in as many linos, preceded in one more line by the Sismi'ttdh. The style of writing is 
Na&t&Ktj of a fairly good order. 2 

It may be pointed out thai, this epigraph is not inelufled in the exhaustive study of Bir inscrip- 
tions by tho lato. ])r. Glniliim Yaxdrini, which includes two from the Jami* mosque itself. 3 Very 
likely, the epigraph \va brought to its present place after Dr. Yazdanfs study appeared in 1921. 

This record like a couple of more records from Bir, 4 records the populating of the suburb, 
called after tho name of GhfizIuVl-DTn IQiiin Firuz Jang, the viceroy of Deccan under Aurangzeb, 
by the Khiin'w deputy JlfijI Radr 2h&h. The two records under reference, one each in MaritM 
and Persian, rcf'ei only to the populating of the suburb called GbSziu'd-Dln-nagar ; according 
to the Persian epigraph, the work was accomplished in the regnal year 47 i.e. Eamadan 1113 
Sha'biia 1114 (January 1702 January 1703). The present inscription gives farther information, 
namely that apart from tho QhJizI-R!npura,Hiiji Sadr Shah was also responsible for the construction 
of a fort, its niout and a,n 'Itlgah, which were completed in 1704-05.* The metrical text, wMefa also 
gives the date in a chronogram, was composed by Muhammad Shah, who describes himself as one 
of the humblest servants of the Ifftji, Imt who was in reality, as wo know from other records com- 
posed by him, the Haji's SOB.* There are at Bir two more inscriptions composed by him. 7 But 
these as well as his other inscriptions betray his incompetence as a poet.

NINE INSCRIPTIONS OF AKBAR FROM RAJASTHAN 

By S. A. EAEIM

Nine inscriptions of Akbar copied in this decade from different places of Bajasthan have been 
selected for study in this article. Of these, two each are from Nagaur, a district headquarters, 
and Trjara in Alwar district, and one each from Bari Khatu, Kathoti and Loharpura in Nagaur 
district, Bayana in Bharatpur district and Imber in Jaipur district. There are quite a few inscrip- 
tions of Mir Muhammad Ma'gum Nami to be found also in Jaisalmer district, which were set up 
in this period, but these have not been included. 1 

These epigraphs, coming as they do from different parts of Bajasthan, the traditional land 
of the Rajputs, are of sufficient historical importance. They provide interesting information 
useful for the history of the period in general and local history in particular. The estampages of 
these epigraphs were obtained as follows : The rubbings of Nos. II, V, VII and IX by Dr. Z. A. 
Desai, of Nos. I and IV by Shri W. H. Siddiql and VI and VIII by ShriM. F. Khan of the office 
of the Superintending Epigraphist for Arabic and Persian Inscriptions, Nagpur. 

I. INSCRIPTION, DATED A. H. 968, FROM BARI KHiTU 

The fmdspot of the first inscription is Bari Khatu, situated in the Jael Tahsil of the Nagaur 
district. 2 The inscriptional tablet is fixed over the central mi&ab of the Shahl Jami'-Masjid 
situated on the outskirts of the town, towards west south-west. 3 

Locally called Mas jid-i-Aqaa, this exquisite but unfortunately little-known mosque is construct- 
ed in the same trabeate style of the earliest surviving Indian mosques and is, both in architectural 
conception as well as decorative and structural details, similar, to a fairly large extent, to the mm* 
larger earliest mosques at Delhi and Ajmer. 4 

The squarish tablet measuring 55 by 52 cms. contains a record in Persian executed in Bome- 
what inelegant Naskh characters. The five-line text refers to the complete renovation pgAQ 
of the mosque building in 1561, in the reign of emperor Akbar by one of the officials of the court. 
Due to somewhat indifferent calligraphy, the exact name of the renovator cannot be made out, 
though the letters ate in tact and almoatperfectiy legible. Howeverhisname haa be tentafavely

It will be seen that the inscription mentions a complete renovation of the mosqtxe,but there is 
no trace visible, of any worthwhile, leave alone, extensive repairs, judging from its present archi- 
tectural mass which, as stated above, is in the same tradition as the two famous Mamluk mosques, 
The repairs, therefore, if at all, must have been routine.

Both the Fragments are inscribed by the same calligiaphist, whose 

name is not given, in Nasttfliy characters, Each Fragment concludes with a phrase forming a 

chronogram ; the first yields A. 1L 973 (1565-66 AD.) and the other A.H. 1002 (1593-94 AD.) 

These two dates represent a gap of about thirty years, which is difficult to account for 1 . It may 

be that one is the date of the commencement of the building and the other that of its completion. 

Or, as is very likely ,thc chronogram contained in the second Fragment (of which the metre is faulty) 

is wrongly reported, and the jfhiijn quh was built in about A. JL 973 (1565-66 AD,) only. A reference 

by the famous historian Mulla *Abdu'l-Qadir Badayfuu to the Khanqah also lends support to this 

view, 

The builder Hhaikh Sa'difllSih was an eminent learned man of his age,celebrated for his out- 
standing knowledge of (jrammar, on account of which he was called Xafavl (Grammarian). He 
originally belonged to the custom part of the country and had from his early age been under the 
spiritual influence of Shaikh MuL annuacl Qhtmth of G walior. A reference to his having constructed 
a Khanqah for he students and sufis is made by Badayuu! who had met him in the company of 
Ms maternal grandfather when only a child and had also studied the Kajiya under him. Accord- 
ing to him, Shaikh Sa'clu'llaix died in A. IT.

III. INSCRIPTION, DATED A. H. 9(58, Fit DM NA(!AUB 

The third of these epigraphs 2 is from Nugaur. The tablet moa.suring GO by 35 cms. 011 which 
it is inscribed is lying loose in the compound of the Madrasa Militated j unl within the Nahar Gate of 
the town. 3 The writing is hadly damaged, but the text is more or less legible. Comprising five 
Persian couplets, inscribed in as many lines in Nasta'llq chnracters of no pjirticnlar merit, it refers 
to the reign of emperor Akbar and to the governorship of IHlajI JJudagh KM". and records the 
construction of the pulpit of a mosque (mimlrtr) by Shaikh Sxilaiman 'the object of veneration 
of the high and the low' on the 4th Eamadfln in the year 9(>*2 after the. death oj i/io Prophet.* This 
works out to 4th Bamadan 972 (5th April 1565). 

The text of the epigraph is not perfectly legible at a few places, duo to the so me what indistinct 
nature of the impression. 8 However, this does not affect the purport of the record in any way, 
as will be obseived from, the reading quoted below :

The date, as stated above, is expressed not in the xisual Hijra era reckoned from the Migration 
of the Prophet, but from his death which took place on the Babr I 11 =(27 May 632). In other 
words, the year was 962nd from his death i.e. A. H. 972 and the day was Friday 4 Bamadan when 
the pulpit was completed (4 Ramadan 972=5 April 1565). 

The epigraph, is of sufficient interest to the students of history } Both local as well as of the whole 
region. Huji Budugh of the epigraph appears to be identical with Shah Budagh Man, an eminent 
nobleman under Akbar, who is reported to have been alive at least upto AJL 984- True, the name 
as quoted in. the text does not append the prefixShat to his name, But it may be taken to have been 
replaced by the honorific liajl, meaning one who has performed IJajj or pilgrimage to the Ka*ba 
in Mecca. We know that Shah Budagh Khan had performed the IJaj j in A. H. 962 (1555 AJ).)- S 
But it is perhaps from the present inscription that Budagh Khan's posting in Kajputina, as governor 
of the Nagaur region, is known. 

Equally interesting is the fact that this epigraph adds one more to the numbers of records 
mentioning the saint Shaikh Sulalman, a much respected saint of Nagaur and a direct descendant 
of the celebrated thirteenth century saint and scholar Qadi Hamidu'd-Dm NagaoiL The other 
records mentioning him have been already published earlier in this series, where some details about 
him are recorded. 8

IV. INSCBIPTION, DATED A. H. 977, FBOM KATHOTI 

The fourth epigraph was found in the village Kathoti in Jael Tahsil of Nagaur district. Tk* 
inscription! slab is fixed over the mihrab of a mosque*. Measuring 147 by 58 cms it -contains a 
five-line text in Persian prose and verse, executed in NmWRq characters of a fairly high order,

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except in the latter part of the last line,where a ccmplet referring to the supervision of the construe- 
tTon Lm8 to have been engraved in a different and also indifferent hand and perhaps at a somewhat 
later date The epigraph states that in 1569-70, in the reign of Akbar, a mosque was constructed 
by the orders of Amir Eshmi, the Yasawul to the emperor, the actual work having been super- 
vised by Nikbakht. Attention may be drawn to the titles used for the emperor which, are in the 
faBhion of those tised in the early records of the Delhi Suite- imt,-. 

The inscription is thus quite important. None of the two persons n.mtioned therein is trace- 
able from historical or other sources, though one of them at least, namely Amir iviluul wus a man 
of high status, as is apparent from the high-sounding honorific titles prefixed to his name. The 
present epigraph is thus the only document to have preserved his luuue. We also know from this 
record that Amir Kishml held the post of Yasdwul or Master of Ceremonies to the emperor. It 
may be reasonably surmised that he was closely associated with Kathoti, the iiuclspot of the record 
and probably its neighbourhood too, either in administrative or feudatory (-aprr-i fcy . It is therefore 
regretted that no information is available about his career. Very likely, his name Amir Kishmi 
reflects his connection with Kishm which was once the capital of the Centra,! Aiau stato of Bada- 
khshan ; he may have been connected with its ruling family. As to tho other person, we have no 
information, but in his case too, there is a strong possibility of his being an official under or on 
behalf of the said Amir.

Before we pass on to the nest inscription, it may be worthwhile to note that Kathoti is men- 
tioned in historical works as one of the halting places of the Mughal forces sent in pursuit of 
Ibrahim yusain Mlrza, a couple of years after the date of this record. 1 

V. INSCRIPTION, DATED A. H. 977, FROM AMBEE 

The fifth epigraph is from Amber, a Tahsil head quarteis in Jaipur district and the first capital 
of the Kachhwtiha rulers of Jaipur. The slab on which it is engraved is fixed into a niche in the 
northern wall of the courtyard of the principal mosque of the town, situated at the foot of the 
Mil on which the famous Amber fort stands. 2 It is fragmentary, and also the writing thereon run- 
ning into four lines is somewhat damaged. The text is in Persian verse, consisting of thrfee couplets. 
Of these, the major portion of the first hemistich and the last word of the second hemistich of the 
first verse and a few words in the beginning of the first hemistich of the second verse this probably 
contained the name of the builder -are lost. The missing portion of the tablet in the left bottom 
seems to have contained the name of the supervisor or of the scribe or of both. An effort to re- 
construct, conjecturally or otherwise, the whole text by supplying missing parts seems to have 
been made some time ago, as is shown by a complete copy of the record, engraved on another 
tablet fixed on one of the front columns of the prayer-hall 3 Whether or not has the text been 
faithfully reproduced from a possible preservation thereof before the slab was damaged, it is, diffi- 
cult to say, but there is little doubt that the reconstruction is slightly misleading, particularly m 
the case of the missing text in the second couplet, as will be pointed out below. 

The epigraph records the construction of a mosque in Amber by an official whose name or 
nick-name was very probably tfaji but whose designation TawdcK BdM (Chief Prefect) IB perfectly 
legible. The mosque is stated to have been completed in 1569-70. According to the reconstructed 
text referred to above, the construction was ordered by Akbar. 

The record thus provides valuable historical information. The mosque was built by the CMef 
Prefect, W i Taw W-Bashf. Since Amber was at this period the capital of one of the te put 
Rajput sates -the seat of the Kachhwaha chiefs, later on of Jaipur, there is no V*** 
being under direct Mughal control. The Tawa^-BasJu therefore might ^^JSt 
official connection with the place, except of course as a representatave of the emperor or he might 
have had family connections there.

According to 
Badayuni, who had the honour of an interview with him more than once, he died at the age of 
ninety years, in or shortly before AJEL 1004 (1595-96 AJX). 1 Tijara, the findspot of this 
inscription is in Alwar district which would make it very likely that Miyan Mubarak of our 
inscriptions is identical with Shaikh Mubarak. But in that case it would be difficult to explain 
tlie phrase describing him as 'a noble man of the court" ,

VII. INSCBIPTION, DATED A.H. 997, FROM NAGATIB 

The seventh record is from Nagaur. It is inscribed above the central mihrab of a mosque 
situated near the Tomb of Shaikh Bayasld in Mahalla SubrawardiyyaJ 1 It assigns the com* 
traction of a mosque in the Khanqah (Hospice) of the saint Shaikh Bayazid to Kamll Hkan who 
is spoken of as 'the Shah (lit. king), faithful and of exalted dignity, the shadow of whose 
person is the refuge of the men of Allah'. The mosque was constructed in 1588-89, during the 
reign of Akbar for the pleasure of Allah and His Prophet ; the date is afforded by a ehxon^ram. 

The text which comprises five Persian couplets is executed! n NmM'Kq, wMch, tlough of 
no particular merit is nevertheless remarkable for neat execution. The rating copies a space 
of 73 by 40 cms. 

The builder of the mosque, Kamal Stfta, has nothing to do with the famoue , Kanull ^ 
Gakkhar who had expired about three decades earlier*. He is also unlikely to be ^identical wrtt 
Kamal Khan, 'the descendant of Sultan <Alau'd-DIn' who was present in Babur _ 8 _army pitted

'the shadow of Ms self being the asylum of the men of Allah'. The word Shah, of which 
Shah is a corruption, it may be pointed out, was generally appended to the names of the Sayyids 
There is another alternative interpretation of the name : The word Shah here may be part O f 
the name of Khan Shah i.e. Khanshah, in which case the builder would be Kamal, sou of 
Khanshah, and t e may have teen an ardent ^ scip i e of gaillt Bayazld in the premises of whose 
hospice, the mosque was built. He may also have been an official. 

The saint Bayazld referred to in the text was, according to the Family Trees in possession 
with the saintly families of Nagaur, a son of Shaikh Sulaiman, the much respected saint of Nagam 
who has been already mentioned in the previous lines (Inscription No. III).

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VIII. INSCRIPTION, DATED A.H. 1000, FROM TIJARi 

The last but one epigraph of this article is again from Tijara. It appears over the central 
tae mosque ol> Q a *L Karam Husaini in Mahalla Qadlwada.i It assigns the erection of 
.a mosque to Miyu.ii Mubarak towards the close of the year 1591, in the time of emperor Akbar. 
The epigraphical tablet measures 32 by 25 cms. and the text comprises the First Creed in Arabic 
and a fragment of three Persian verses ; the date, given in words in the main text, is also inscribed 
in figures at the end. The style of writing is NasKh and Na^ta'liq of indifferent type. 

The builder Miynn Mubarak has been already mentioned in a previous inscription of this 
study (No. VI).

I could not trace any reference to him in con- 
temporary sources. But the epigraph is important in establishing quite an interesting piece of 
information. The name of the locality Loharpura to which the inscription belongs, literally 
means the 'city or quarter of blacksmiths 5 , and our record also uses the appellation of Ihangar 
meaning "a blacksmith 3 with the name of 5jl Qusain. This should indicate that the name Lohar- 
pura was given to the locality on account of its population of the blacksmiths, right from the 
time of emperor Akbar ~, and possibly even from earlier times.

INSCRIPTIONS OF EMPEROR AKBAR FROM UTTAR PRADESH 

JY 'W.I I. SlDBIQl AND Z.A. DlSAl 

This article is in continual ion ul' the previous ones dealing with the lithic records of the 
earlier Muslim dynast !,<* from I'll ar JM iuUwh, tliat have appeared in this Series. 1 The fiudspots 
of the eii-'htedi inM'iipii<ms studied hero in chronological order cover a large area of Akhar's 
territory ill the provim e : Jaunpur in the east., Anirohii in the west, Bareilly in the north and 
Kalpi in the south, fn term;; of Mine, they cover almost the whole reign of the emperor. Most 
of these epigraphs arc published here for t-he first time, but the few which were noticed and 
published elsewhere us will l>e pointed out in the respective places, were not studied in quite a 
scientific manner, and therefore arc included here. 

So far onlv a limited ttumher of Akbar'n in script ions has been published. Even the modem 
scholars who have published nMtnoj.'jraph.s on th,e lil'e and times of this great monarch have not 
even cared to utilise pnp-rly the valuable information contained in the epigraphical records 
of his rei'w that have Iven brought in li^'ht Crtun time to time. As will be seen, these epigraphs 
contain valuable dai.i, a hunt places and personages of varied status and professions such as minis- 
ters noblomen, j////'V-htiii!eiv., prmineial governors, high officials, physicians, poets, saints, archi- 
tects or nia,soiis,scriltc,s and eulii^raphcr.s, etc., who flourwhed tit this period. It is therefore hoped 
that the present il hint ra i ed a 1 1 ie le \v i I II of MKP to the students of various aspects of Mu^al history. 
Also, the illustraliuiirt will .supply adcijuaic material to those interested in the art of calligraphy, 
the scripts represented therein liriujr jV/&v|&, fliuttji, MK\ ft asla'liq.

Historica.1 works of tl,o pwio<l Hoem to ignore Mm 
altogether, although he seems to have been a person of note, UH IUH nunic as well as the title 
JMawwab tend to suggest.

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The inscriptional tablet, measuring 1-33 m. by 66 cms., is fixed in the west wall of the mosque 
situated near the ImSinbSra, 1 and contains a three-line text, below which aie inscribed a couple 
of names including that of the scribe. The epigraph records the construction of the mosque in 
1563, carried out by the orders of Nizamu'd-Din Ibrahim Khan Badakhshi. The epigraph was 
inscribed by one lama* II, whom it is difficult to identify. The text inscribed in a later hand, as 
in the case of the name of the scribe and to the right of it, below the last line, has obliterated 
and cannot be satisfactorily made out. It perhaps contained the name of the person who actually 
saw through the construction. It will be seen that in this epigraph also, as in the case of the most 
of the inscriptions of the ea^ly reign of Akbar such of the titles as are generally met with in the 
inscriptions of the early Sultans of Delhi, are employed, 

The record is of sufficient historical significance as it provides an epigiaphica^ memento of 
one of the distinguished noblemen of the time of Humayun and Akbar, namely Khwaja Ibrahim 
Badakhghi, who held the pargana of Sakit in jagw* Incidentally, it was at Sakit, in the year pre- 
vious to the date of our epigraph, that an attempt was made on the life of Akbar. 2 Also we know 
for the first time from the epigraph that the Khwaja was known by the title Ni/amii'd-Dln, He 
was originally a servant of Mlrza Hiiidal, brother of emperor Humayun and had joined the latter 
on his master's death. Untlor Akbar, bo held the rank of 1000 horse and held the pargana of Sakit 
wj&gw. The last mention of him occurs in the annals of AJL 969, while our epigraph shove 
that he continued to hold tlie yargana at least until the next year, 3

VI-YIII. INSCRIPTIONS, DATED A, H. 975, FROM JAITNPUR 

These three inscriptions are from the mosque at Jaimpur, 1 locally known as the Hamniam- 
Darwlzs mosque, and were copied by Sliii Eoklin in 1963. They are ciomplimentnry to one 
another in that one refers to the reign of the king, the other records Iho rouHivmction of the 
mosque, the name of its builder and the chronogram for it date, and tho third quotes the date of 
tte construction of the mosque in words, Their calligraphy, which. is 'beautiful IVasla'ltq, is 
also in the same hand. 

The first of these epigraphs, containing the name of the reigning emperor, appears over the 
central miJimb* Inscribed on a slab measuring 86 by 48 raw., its text runw into three lines of 
Persian and mentions that' the completion of tlie c noble edifice * (i.e., the ruosqtie) took place in 
the reign of emperor Akbar, for whom apart from most of the titles as were used m the previous 
epigraph, the title Sahib Qiran is also used. There is no date, but as stated above, it was set up 
along with the other two records dated 1567-88.

The large iiiscriptioual tablet measuring 1-52 m. by GO cms. which bears tlie second inscription 
from the mosque and tlie seventh of the group, is built into the wall above the right mihrafr. It 
comprises three Persian verses of sufficient literary merit, which are engraved in relief in six 
beautifully designed panels arranged in two lines. The record, apart from providing the 
additional information that the mosque was constructed on the site of an idol-house, 2 names 
Nawwab Muhsiii Khun aft its builder and gives for its date a chronogram which works out to 
1567-68. The ingenuity of the chronogram which proclaims the skill of its composer lies in the 
fact that the phrase comprising it mentions the monument and its builder r mosque of 
Nawwab Mtihmn Khtln* The style of writing is Nasta'ttq of the same beautiful type.

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Before proceeding to the next epigraph, it may lie pointed outtliat according to Faslhu'd- 
Dln and Iqbal Ahmad, Mir Muhammad Muhsin had ' died before the completion of the mosque 
which was done 'by his son'.* But, for this statement there is no proof; the epigraph at least 
does not bear it out. What probably misled them (or very likely their original source) to come 
to this conclusion, is the reference in the text to the builder's Laving been granted abode in 
paradise. But that, it may be pointed out, is nothing else but a reference to the famous 
Tradition of the Prophet about the reward of constructing mosques ' He who builds for Allah, 
a mosque, Allah builds for him a house in Paradise'. Moreover, Muhammad Muhsin finds mention 
as builder ia inscriptions set up later than A. H. 975, the date of completion of this mosque. 2 

The squarish tablet bearing the third inscription of the Ham,mam-I)arwa,za mosque and 
the eighth record of Akbar, appears above its left it/*ra&. 3 Measuring 50 by 52 cms., it contains 
a record of one line in Persian written in beautiful A r rt,s'f l 77</ characters similar to those in the 
previous epigraphs. Likewise, the text is beautifully arranged and executed in a panel decorated 
around its border by a pleasing geometrical design. 

The epigraph records the date of completion of the building in words. 
It reads as under :

This lofty edifice was completed in the year nine hundred and seventy and five (A.H. 
975=1567-68 AD.). 

It is surprising that practically nothing is known about Nnwwiib Muhsin. Khan, the builder 
of this mosque and several other edifices, from contemporary or later records. The title Nawab 
prefixed to his name clearly suggests that he was a man of high status in the region, probably 
holding jagfr or a high post in the smrkar of Jaunpur, which was included in Akbar 's time in the 
suba of Allahabad. He has also to his credit, three more inscriptions, one at Jaunpur dated A.H. 
984 and two at Akbarpur (now in Faiaabad district but then in the Jaitnpur ftarkur), dated AS.. 
976 and 977. But this identity is not certain. The com piler of the old district gazetteer speaks 
of him as having been in charge of the old pwrgnna of Sanjlmuli in the time of Akbar, and also as 
having founded the town of Akbarpur/ for which statements no authority is quoted. But this 
is not to say that these statements are without any truth. The compiler of the gazetteer might 
have got his information about Muhsin g&an's ^/|/, etc., if not from historical works in manus- 
cripts to which we have no access, from family 'documents or state records, locally obtainable. 
It is equally likely that the topographical position of Akbarpur and Sanjhauli may have provided 
basis for these statements. Sanjhauli is hardly a couple of kilometres away, towards south-east 
from the centre of the town, and it must be in parqawt flanjhaxili only that Akbarpur town of

Other modern works OH the history and monuments of Jaunpur speak of Nawwab Muhsin 
Khan, as Dhu'I-Qadar. 2 According to these, he was * then talnqdar of Jaunpnr * under Mun'im 
Khan, lie had leceivcd from emperor Akbar all the property of Lachhnian Das, the Diwan of Khan 
Zaman, he had constructed the mosque in the house of Lachman Das, which still exists under 
the name of Patthar-kl-Jhlaveli and his heirs flourished at Jannpur until recently (and may be 
found there even now). He is also stated to have been an Afghan, was living first at BurhaBpnr- 
then, with * All WardI Khun at CJhazipur-Banaras and was granted the title of IJhu'l-Qadar by 
Akbar and he subsequently became a, favourite official of Mun'im Khan. 3 For these statements 
no early authorities are quoted, "but presumably their earliest source must "beJaunp&rNamaof 
Maulvl Khairu'd-Dlix 4 , which is not available to us. It is therefore, difficult to say how far these 
statements are correct* It is not unlikely, as in the case of the statement commented upon 
above namely that the builder died before the mosque could be constructed -that the text 
of these epigraphs may bavo suggested these particulars about the property of a Hindu Diwan 
containing a temple being made over to Muhsin Khan. As to the tribe name DJra'I-Qadar 
or his being au Afghan, it may be pointed out that Muhsin Khan of our epigraph was a Sayyid, 
as the prefix Mir used with 1m name in one of the epigraphs clearly shows. 

Now as far as the historical works available in print are concerned, we get mention only of 
one Muhsin Khan, who IB stated in the annals of the year A. H. 971 to be a brother of the 
celebrated Rhihalm'd-Dln. Al.iinad Khan; 5 the latter, it may be recalled, belonged toaSayyid 
family of Nishapur. Ho IB probably the same Muhsin Khan who later on, in A. H. 982, partici- 
pated in the Bengal expedition led by Ssau-i-KhanSn Mim'im Khan. 6 These are the only two 
references we got about Mtihsin Khan, and, coming as they do from contemporary Abul-Fadl, 
and also in view of the fact that lie was, though a few years after the date of our records, m 
auxhiliary of Hun'im Khan, it is very likely that he is the Nawwab of our records. There was 
also one Mir Muliwin Da'I among the nobles of Humayunin about A..E, 961 7 , but whether he 
is identical with our Muhsin KhSn, it is difficult to say. 

IX-X. INSCRIPTIONS, DATED A. H. 976 AND 977, FBOM AKBAEPUB 

These two inscriptions recording almost the same purport were copied in 1963 by Shri 
Kadirl. The earlier of the two appears on the northern parapet wall of the bridge over the Tons at 
Akbarpur in Faiaabud district. It does not mention the name of Akbsr but bis goTeinor 3f un'im 
Khan,, the other epigraph mentions both. 

The town of Akbarpur is situated on the left bank of tke Tons at a distance of about 60 kilo- 
metres from the district headquarters, and, as stated aboye> is believed to have be^n fonndcd ty

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Nawwab Muhammad Muhsiu, ' wlio was in-charge of tlie ol&yarguna of Sanjhauli iu the time of 
Akbar. 1 As a mint-town of the Mughals, it is familiar to tlie students of numismatics under tie 
name Akbarpur-Tanda. It was very probably established by Akbar in whose reign the town is 
said to have been founded after his name. 3 

The large tablet on which the record is inscribed is squarish, measuring 1'28 by 1-23 na. The 
text consists of five Persian couplets, arranged in ten panels and executed in. relief in Nasta'lw 
characters, similar to those of the Jaunpur epigraphs. The present epigraph refers to the 
governorship of Nawwab Mun'im and states that the bridge was constructed in 1568-69 by Mir 
Muhsin. The date is given both in figure as well as by a chronogram, which as in the case of its 
counterpart in the Jaunpur epigraph is ingenious in that it also gives the description of the monu- 
ment along with the name of the builder.

But to obtain the date, 3, being the 
value of the letter j which is the first letter (head) of the word joArf (effort) has to be added to the 
numerical value 974 of the main chronogram, as is indicated in the last but one hemistich. 

Apart from Mir Muhsin, the builder, the epigraphs mention the Jaunpur governor Mun'im 
Khan, who is too well-known to need any details here. 1 

It seems that the bridge was constructed whether under the emperor's order or not for 
easy communications in the eastern region, since want of roads and bridges had caused much 
trouble to the imperial forces during the rebellion of khan Zaman whom Mun'im khan had 
succeeded in A.H. 975.2 The otiier bridge of that pfiriod ^^ ^^ ^^ ^ oonstruotod bv 

the orders of Mun'im ffian at Jaunpur itself.' Incidentally both the bridges have been 
mentioned by the seventeenth-century European travellers Finch and Da-Laet.*

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The epigraphical tablet measuring 1-45 m. by 43 cms. is fixed above the northern milyrdb 
of a mosque situated on the northern bank of the Gomti near the great bridge. 1 It is cut into 
four panels, arranged in two horizontal lines, and each panel contains a Persian verse. These 
four Pesian couplets are inscribed in elegant Nasta'Uq style, which is similar to the one employed 
in the three inscriptions of Jaunpur, studied above. 

The metrical text is composed by one Miskln and states that the mosque was built by Sultan 
Muhammad, the physician and occulist (J^aldm andka^al), in 1570-71, at the time when the

Alml-Fadl's account seems to indicate that Mun'im lian was in 
Jauipar at least until the beginning of A.H. 978, for we Lear of Ms coming to Fatehpur Sikri 
from Jaunpur, some time towards the end of Muhairain or beginning of the following month of 
A.H. 978 to pay respects to Akbar as well as to offer conguilulations on the birth of Prince 
Murad. 1 He was permitted to leave on the 22nd Rab3 c II of the sameyear/ to settle the affairs of 
the eastern region,' 2 by which it is evidently meant that he was shifted from Jaunpur to further 
east to facilitate prompt and concerted action against SiilaimSnKarram who was then master of 
Bengal, Bihar and Orissa. It must be at this time that Ma'gum Kbau FaranMiUclI mist have 
been appointed in his place at Jaunpur. 

Ma'gum Khan seems to have continued, with oj without interruption, at Jaiwpur until about 
12th Dhul-Qa'da 987, on which day he was replaced by Tarsfm Muhammad IQiun.* In the midst 
of the commotioa created by the rebellion of Ma* sum jSMn Kabull, he deserted the royal army 
and forcibly took Jaunpur from the men of his successor. He was ultimately pardoned and 
given Audh in tuyul. After continued insurgences during which he cnee moi'e tried, without 
success, to surprise Jaunpur, he died in the 27th regnal year, 4 

As regards Sultan Muhammad, builder of the mosque and Miskln, the composer of the poetic 
Fragment, we have no information, Abul-Fadl mentions quite a few persons of the time of 
HumayiiB and Akbar who bore the name Sultan Muhammad/ but none of them as physician 
or occultist, and moreover, their designations and other particulars proclaim them to "be different 
from our man. Sultan Muhammad seems to haye specialised in the eye-diseases,, Imt he does not 
find mention in the list of physicians of Akbar's period, given "by Abu'l-lfadl, Badayuiu or 
Ahmad, 



In a modern work, however, the llakim is stated to have been practising at Agra whence 
he was brought to Jaunpur by Mun'im Khan to practice as a state physician ; lie however retur- 
ned to Agra after some time, as some official pointed out the mounting expenditure on free- 
medicines incurred by him ; etc, 6 But unfortunately, no authority for this account lias been 
quoted, which can reasonably lead one to dismiss it as nothing more than a flourish of the pen of 
an imaginative writer. 

In any case, the information contained in the epigraph ia important both from the literary 

and historical points of view, 

Similarly, Abul-Fadl mentions Miskln Quchin and Miskm TarkMn, 7 hut these also do not 
appear to be identical with Miskln, the composer of the epigraph. Nor does the name of MisJdn 
find mention in the list of poets of Akbai's court or time, given in the works of the above-mentioned 

historians,

The tablet bearing this inscription measures 73 by 38 cms. and is built up into a niche in the 
southern wall of the dalan of the Tomb of tfadrat Badru'd-Dinghah Wilayat at Budaun.

The numerical value of the letters of the last hemistich adds up to 98 G from which the value 
of the letter M - 5 is to be deducted. This gives us A.H. 981, which is also inscribed in figure and 
not A. H . 980 as calculated by Blochmann. 1 The latter was misled due to the fact that the first 
word in the last hemistich comprising the chronogram was read as c^Uj instead of Uj in the reading 
supplied to him with the result that the total value of the chronogram came to 996 from which, 
if he were to deduct only 5, being the value of the last Mi (hit) ^ the date would have been A.H. 991, 
seven years after the death of the Mir. Therefore, Blochniaun thought that it was not the nume- 
rical \ alue of ore letter Jxl, but of all the letters Ji, a and i which denominate the sound totaling 
16 which has to be deducted. 

Sayyid Muhammad of Amroha, tne builder of the .Til mi' mosque, was the Mlr-i-'Adl 
(Chief Justice), held the rank of 900 horse and was for two years until his death in A. M. 984 s 
governor of Bhakkar in Sind. 3 He wasienowned among his contemporaries foi learning and 
erudition. At least three of his sons and one nephew find place in Abu'l-Fadl's list of rank-holders 
undei Akhar. 4

XV. INSCRIPTION, DATED A. H. 985, FROM AZAMTUR 

This interesting and unpublished inscription was first copied by M.'iulvl Muhammad Shu'aib 
mentioned above. 5 It was recopied by fihri Siddlql in 1964. 

The epigraphical tablet measuring 1 -24 m. by 28 cms. is fixed above the middle opening of the 
eastern wall of the tomb of Talib Man at Izampur. 8 Locally called ftazlra, it is situated to the 
east of the Tomb of the celebrated saint Shah 'Abdu'l-Ghaffar. The Haz.Ira is now a roofless 
square structure and has fallen in ruins, but it seems to have been originally beautified by a garden 
all around, the remains of which can still be seen. 

The record is of historical importance as it forms the epitaph of a person who is described as a 
benevolent governor, but whose association with Azampur or its neighbourhood, as an official or 
otherwise, is not recorded in any historical work. Therefore, this epigraphical evidence in respect 
ot administrative history of the place is not without interest. 

The text of the epigraph is composed of two distinct parts : One comprises the famous 
Quranic text, the A^fl-Kwft, and the other is in Persian prose and verse. But the arrange- 
ment of these is somewhat confusing. The religious text is inscribed in %huUh and the Persian

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portion in NastaTiq, both, quite beautiful, but lack of symmetrical arrangement and want of 
proper attention to size of letters and their appropriate spacing and alignment, detract from its 
otherwise calligraphical effect. 

The prose portion of the Persian version is incomplete in tliat there is no verb ; as it is, it 
refers to the reign of Akbar for whom here also the title of Sahib QirSn (see p. 68, 
has been used and to the tomb as that of Talib Khan. The composition is somewhat clumsy, but 
the sense that it was constructed in the reign of the emperor can be easily made oat. The metrical 
portion of the Persian text consists of two couplets and records 1577-78 as the date of the Khan's 
death in a chronogram, also supported by figures and refers to him not by his name but by tli* 
honorific titles as ' benefactor of the age and a benevolent ruler or governor (kdLh/t) \ A couple 
of words below this portion cannot be made out. At the end occurs the name " Abdul-Halim 
whose connection with, the event or the epigraph is not specified^ but he may be the composer of 
the text, if the conjectural reading of the unintelligible words happens to be correct,

The chronogram contained in the last hemistich gives the date, which is also inscribed in 
figures. 

Practically nothing is known about Tulib Khan who is described as a benevolent ruler. In 
Abu'MadFs annals, mention is made of one Talib ghSn, who was one of the auxiliaries in the 
Imperial forces under Mun'im Khan and his successor during 1575-76.* On tw o other occasions, 
Abu'KFadl mentions in the same connection and with almost the same auxiliaries in Bengal army, 
Talib Baig and Talib Badakhshl. But from the context, all the three appear to be one and the 
same person. In one of these, Talib Badakhshl is stated to be a son of Khwaja Ibrahim Bada- 
khshi, mentioned in the Sakit inscription (No. V, upm}.* It is not unlikely that Talib Khan of 
our record is this person. "

The epigraphical tablet measures 1-05 in. "by 40 cms. and is fixed over the central opening of the 
facade of the historical Mirza'i-Masjid in the Mlrza'i-Mahalla of the old city. 2 It contains a two- 
line text comprising two Persian verses, which are inscribed in four panels, two to each line, 
beautifully decorated with floral designs. The style of writing is equally elegant A'osfa'%. The 
record states that ' Aiuu'1-Mulk built the mosque by the order of the emperor in 1579-80. The 
date is given in a chronogram as well as in figures.

The builder is none other than "Hakim 'Ainu'I-Mulk, an accomplished physician, learned 
man and poet, who is too celebrated a figure to need any further introduction. Nevertheless. 
it is rather surprising that not much about his life and career is known. 8 In the recorded events 
of his career, no specific date has been mentioned about Ms appointment in the Bareilly region, 
but it is generally believed to have taken place immediately or some time after his return from 
the embassy to BijSpur. This was some time in the middle of July 1577. In any case he must 
have been appointed at Bareilly some time in or before 1579-80, the date of our epigraph. 

Bloehmann speaks of his appointment as Faujdar of Sambhal* which does not seem to fee 
correct. For Shah Nawaz Khan who is his main source mentions the place of appointment 
' boundaries (l.uclud} of Sambhal'. The fact is that he was appointed as the Faujdar of Bare, 
and Abu'1-Fndl specifically thus designates him when he successfully foiled the . attempi ^on the

XVII. INfaOBIPTION, BATED A, II. 1005, FKOM BULANDKHAHE 

The last but one inscription of this article is to be seen on the main entrance of the Tomb of 
Buhlul Shah at Bulandshahr,* &om which town an earlier epigraph of Akbar's reign lias been 
studied above (No. II, supra). It was copied by tihri Kudiri. 

The epigiaphical tablet measuring 40 by 36 cius. contains a, four-line text in Persian executed 
in Saskh characters and purporting that the building of the tomb of Miyfm BuhKil Bahllru was 
completed in 1597 in the reign of Akbar at the cost of seventeen thousand uiid lifty tankas. The 
name of the supervisor of the construction is also gi\eu at the end of the text, but the letters in 
that part being slightly affected and also somewhat crowded, the name dees not admit of perfect 
decipherment. It seems to read as * Salar', a servant of Miyun * InnLd Bahllnu

It is difficult to identify Miyan Buhlul Elian BalilTm wlio islnlerred in the loiub. From tlio 
honorific epithet Miyan affixed to his name, he appears to have been a man of status, but liis name 
is missing fiom the list of important officials given in contemporary historical works* Baday- 
uni, no doubt, mentions in the list of contemporary learned men, one c Hh<iikli Buhlul of Delhi, 
who was well versed in the science of Tradition/ 4 but he seems to be different. Of the other

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persons mentioned in tlie text too, Miya-n c Imad, who seems to Tbe Ms son and Salar 3 who was in 
all probability attached to tlie latter, nothing is known. 

The epigraph Is nevertheless quite important* Apart from providing material for the correct 
identification of the tomb, it supplies another piece of information, which we do not generally 
come across : The expenditure incurred on the tomb is recorded in the epigraph. A total amount 
of 17050 tcwkas is stated to have been spent on the construction, 

XVIII. INSCRIPTION, DATED A. H. 1013, FEOM KALPI 

The last inscription of the group, a damaged record from Eollpi, was copied by Sim Siddiqi 
in 1964. It is inscribed on a tablet measuring 45 by 23 cms. which is set up on the northern entrance 
of a ruined Tomb, situated on the bank of the Janrana in the Madarpura locality of the town. 1 
The lofty dome has developed many ominous cracks and is lying In more or less ruinous state. 
At present, it is used by a local farmer as a store-room, and there is no trace of the grave which 
must have once occupied the central place. 

The record is in Persian and consists of five lines executed, somewhat carelessly, in Xasta'ltq 
character*, the calligraphy being on the crudish side and quite inferior to the other inscriptions 
from Kalpi of the .same period. Moreover, the letters of the text are also considerably affected 
with the result that the task of decipherment has not been easy, and we are not satisfied with the 
leading of tlie date. The epigraph states that the magnificieut Tomb, called Hujra was built 
in 1604, in the reign of emperor Akbar by Nawwab Qull Khan Hindall at a cost of one thousand 
two hundred und eighty five tons. The work is stated to have been supervised by Baji (?) Khatr! 
and the chief artisan was IsmsVIl gilkar (mason) .

As in tie case of quite a few persons mentioned in the epigraphs studied in the preceding 
lines, Nawwab Quli Khan Hindali who is credited with the construction of the Tomb cannot be 
identified. If his epithet Hindali has been correctly deciphered, it may be taken to mean that he 
preferred to be s called on account of his association or that of his father, with Prince Hindal, 
ancle of Akbar. In any case, he seems to have been a man of position, as is also indicated by the 
title Na^wab used for him in the record. 

From the text, it is not easy to say for whom the Tomb was built. It could be that the 
Nawwab had caused it to be created for himself during his life-time, but in that case, the statement 
that it came to be known as Hujra when the inscription was set up can only be explained by taking 
for granted tfrat the tablet was set up some time after the completion of the Tomb, that is to say 
by the time it had acquired fame. In the alternative, the NawwaTb had constructed a new tomb 
in place of one locally known as Hujra, which might have belonged to some saintly person. 

But far more important is the mention in the text, as in the case of the Bulamlshahr inscrip- 
tion just studied above, of the cost of the construction of the Tomb. Here it is stated to amount 
to 1285 lions, as against 17050 tankas in the case of the Bulatulshuhr Tomb under reference. 
Another interesting point about this record is the mention of fan aa the currency* As is well- 
known, km was a gold coin mostly current in Deccan.
